AUSTIN, April 23.—(IP)—The Is- 
sue of whether candidates for state 
judicial offices should be nomin- 
ated through the customary pri- 
mary procedure or by conventions 
may be raised In the coming elec- 
tions in which two places on the 
supreme court, one seat on court 
of criminal appeals and numerous 
district and civil appeals court po- 
sitions will b8 filled. 


Three of four Austin appellate 
judges who will 
enter 
primary 


campaigns originally were appoint- 
ed, as were two of the three Trav- 
is county district judges. 


For years leading attorneys have 


contended for nomination of the 
judiciary by convention, asserting 
It would tend to improve the cal- 
ibre of the courts and lessen ap- 
portunities for a good campaign- 
er, but a poor lawyer, to be seat- 
ed. Lawyers long have felt the 
average layman knows little about 
qualifications 
of judicial candi- 


dates and appears to care less, 
being concerned in the judiica! 
system and its personnel 
only 


when his interests are directly af- 
fected. 


It also has been said that many 
outstanding men in the legal pro 
fession would offer as candidates 
for the bench if they were not re- 
quired to go through a long cam' 
Paign. 


Thus far no one has announced 


in opposition to the incumbents on 
the state's two highest courts, the 
supreme court and the court of 
criminal appeals. Likewise, James 
W. McClendon. chief justice of th 
third court of civil appeals, has 
drawn no opponent.

Nothing New In Present Social Issue, Except 


Aroused Interest of Whole World — Jesus 


. Pictured Subject In Parable of Dives and 


Lazarus.

Best of all ways of keeping "up 
to date" is to know what lies be

time. Civilization

tearing Its hair today over prob 
lems that were old before the 
pyramids were built. Many per 
eons, including not a few preach

Comments; so ere we take up this 
rather stupendous Lesson, let us 
read Luke's brilliant report of 
the parable of Dives and Laza- 
rus, as told by Josus—"Dives" be- 
ing merely the name commonly 
£lven the rich man.

: ing sumptuously 
every day; 


. and a certain beggar named 
1 Lazarus was laid at his gate,

In terms of a day, the lot of 
Lazarus was bitter; and that of 
Dives was sweet. 
In terms of 
eternity, Lazarus was the rich 
man and Dives the pauper. And 
this is the first point of the 
parable, shedding ' light upon the 
great mystery of the ultimate pur- 
pose of human existence. Life on 
earth 
affects 
eternal 
destiny. 
Pharacter, thoughts,

have a relation to the vast, un- 
plumable future. 


Dives had so conditioned hlm- 


eelf on earth that he disqualified 
for the enjoyment of perpetual 
bliss. Ho was all body, with a 
starving soul. He had developed 
none 
of the 
spiritual 
qualities 


which outlast mortality. As I 
have watched the rich playboys 
and playgirls of Florida this'win- 
ter, engrossed In material vani- 
ties. 
I 
have 
wondered 
what 
powers they were exercising that 
could be continued Into the end- 
less life. 


I saw a whole class wiped out 
In Russia. Again and again Rus- 
sian aristocrats said to me, dur- 
ing those 
killing days—"Impos- 
sible! 
Impossible!"

many of their number who es- 
caped refuse to believe that the 
old order of privilege for 
the 
wealthy is ended. Dives is natur- 
ally 
proud and 
arrogant. 
But 
the whole world today Is In a 
ferment, and everywhere witness-' 
ing fundamental changes in the 
social order.

locality. 


City officers have been engaged 
lor several weeks In eliminating 
all stray animals from Corsicana 
streets, and more than 300 have 
been killed so far this year. Citi- 
zens are asked to call police head- 
quarters, telephone 199, as soon as 
stray animals are seen in the 
neighborhoods and Chief of Po- 
lice Will S. Knight announced 
that he would despatch 
officers 


immediately to kill the animal. 


A slight flurry of excitement 


was occasioned Monday in the 
western residential sections when 
a child was bitten or scratched 
by a neighbor's dog, but it was 
not thought Tuesday that serious 
consequences would result since 
the dog waa vaccinated almost a 
year ago, and after the animal 
had been placed under observa- 
tion showed no characteristics of 
the disease.

Helpful Spectators. 


And there was a multitude of 


spectators—spectators who were 
willing to carry rock, to make 
coffee, to do anything to help 
as the light against nature went 
on from hour to hour and from 
day to day. 


At first 
the 
rescue 
workers 


cheered by the 
sight 
of 


they took to be smoke slg- 
coming from 
the 
depths. 


Then there was no smoke—there 
was nothing to Indicate that the 
three men still lived. 


No one was even entirely cer- 


tain as to where the men might 
be, for the Moose River mine had 
not been worked for years and 
there were no blueprints to guide 
the men on the surface in explor- 
ing the galleries In the depths. 


The first 
hope came from a 


diamond drill hole bored by Billy 
Bell of New Glasgow. 


By blind reckoning he dropped 


the drill 141 feet down to hit 
the seven-foot wide passage in 
which the three men lay. That 
was six days after the imprison- 
ment. 


Food Sent Down, 
It was the first time that .the 


men in the living tomb could be 
certain that people on the surface 
were trying to reach them. 


On Sunday, April 19, although 


the men below had lost track of 
the passage of time, they saw 
the dim light from the drill hole 
had been obscured 
rubber tube had 
down to them. 


Scadding was the first to scarm- 


ble up an improvised ladder to 
the tube, 


"Hello."' he shouted. "We're all 


right1! Are you going to get 
out of here?" 


One after another the three men 


were able to shout greetings and 
to hear the voices of their wives 
through the tube. 


Dr. Robertson, 
fearful of the 


results of their long fast, asked 
for alkaline to 
counteract 
the 


acidosis which 
affects 
starving 


men. 
He also asked for liquid 


foods, candles, and saccharine. 


A few hours later Magill, who 


had been feeling the effect of 
the chill and 
starvation -more 


than the others, became danger- 
ously 11]. Dr. Robertson was un- 
able to do much for him, and 
the lawyer died Monday. 


After that the living men were 


so weak that they had difficulty 
In getting to the tube and Jnto 
communication with the waiting, 
praying people above ground. 


Water Invades Chamber. 


Then 
to 
those 
people 
there 


came the ominous sound of run- 
ning water as they listened at 
the tiny opening extending from 
the pit. 


It was feared that the mine 
was flooding. 


Then .a telephone line, bearing 


a tiny microphone—but with no 
way for Robertson and Scadding 
to hear from above—was thrust 
down the diamond drill hole. 


After that, the people on - the 


surface could tell what was hap- 
pening below, although the suf- 
fering men had no way 
ing what the progress 
them might be. 


On 
Tuesday 
night, 


they heard the sound of 
the draegermen chopped doggedly 
toward their tomb, A few -hours 
later Dr. Robertson shouted joy- 
fully toward his microphone that 
he could hear the voices of the 
rescue workers. 


With every hour they passed 


Wednesday the sounds of the ap- 
proaching rescue became louder. 
Finally a draft of 
air 
flowed 


through the close confines of tne 
tomb. 


Last Barrier Removed. 
At last the earth suddenly fell 


away and the grimy, cheery face 
of a draegerman appeared. 


Still there were pipes to 
be 


sawed through and a wider way 
to be broken, out before the im- 
prisoned men could be removed. 


But after that time seemed as 


nothing. 
Other men could talk 


to Robertson and Scadding. 


And it was only a little time 


until," above ground, they sang: 
"Praise- God From 
Whom 
All 
Blessings Flow." 


Humble in the face of death 


but thankful - that two had been 
saved, the miners who succeeded 
In the rescue, the officials who 
directed their work and the spec- 
tators who were drawn to this 
isolated settlement by the inter- 
national anxiety attending the en- 
tombment, joined In singing: 
"Praise God From Whom All 


Blessings Flow." 


Mrs. Robertson and Mrs. Scad- 


ding, who had slept in the mine 
office 
building and made their 


headquarters there wfille waiting 
and praying for the rescue, went 
to their husbands' sides as they 
were removed to the emergency 
hospital. 


The three physicians In charge 


of the medical unit, Dr. H. K. 
MacDonald, Dr. N. D. Rankln and 
Dr. Ian 
MacDonald, announced 


at 2:10 a. m.: 


"Dr. D, E. Robertson and Al- 


fred Scadding arrived at the im- 
provised hospital at 1:10 a. m. to- 
day. 
Dr. 
Robertson's 
physical 


and mental condition is excellent. 
We feel he will have a rapid re- 
covery. 


Condition Surprisingly Good. 
"Alfred Scadding's condition Is 


surprisingly good. His feet were 
cold and swollen and 
somewhat 


blistered, but we do not anticipate 
further trouble. 


"The patients will be left fn 


Moose River a few days 
then 


transferred to Halifax. 


"In the meantime they will re- 


ceive medical and hospital super- 
vision at the Emergency Hospital 
here." 


A coroner's Jury was called to 


determine the cause of the death 
of Magill, Toronto barrister and 
partner with Dr. Robertson in 
ownership of the frold mine. 


The inquest will be held late 


today, attended by Royal Cana- 
dian mounted police, Sheriff R. A. 
Brenton of Halifax county and 
County Coroner Adam Burris. 


A hearse was sent out 
from 


Halifax, 75 miles away, by Donald 
G. Grant, Jegal representative of 
the Mag-ill family In TTova Scotia, 
and waited to take the body back 
to Halifax, after the inquest, to be 
forwarded to Toronto. 


Rescued Men Cheerful.

Jack Simpson of nearby Stel- 


Jarton, captain of the draegerman 
crew, George Morrell of Stellar- 
ton and H, Htrschfield of Golden- 
vine passed, one after the other, 
the last barrier of fallen rock. 


Trembling with excflement, Dr. 


Robertson and Scadding thanked 
the men, asked and answered a 
few commonplace questions. 


"Do you fellows want to walk 


up?" one of the rescue crew ask- 
ed jokingly. 


"Now 
boys, take It easy," Scad- 


ding replied. 


"I think I can undertake it my- 


self," Dr. Robertson said with a 
smile. 


The rescuers did not wait to 


explore 
the men's 
underground 


prison after they broke through. 


They went directly to tho two 


living men, lying prostrate about 
20 feet away from the body of 
Magill—the spot where the body 
had been since Magill died, and 
from which Dr. Robertson 
and 


Scadding kept their faces turned. 


On North Side of Level. 
Simpson said the survivors were 


on the north side of the 141-foot 
level beside the skip, or trolley, 
which operated from the depths 
to the surface of the mine. 


This was apparently the same 


spot to which all three men had 
jumped to safety when the old 
mine collapsed 
Easter "Sunday 


night while Robertson and Magill, 
the new owners of tne property, 
and 
Scadding, 
the 
timekeeper, 


were making an inspection tour. 


Describing the scene of the en- 


tombment, Simpson said: 


"It was about seven feet wide 


and 12 feet high,., but I 
don't 


know' how long. It was very wet 
and damp." 


Immediately after the draeger- 


men broke through, Dr. F. R. Da- 
vis, 
Nova 'Scotia 
minister 
of 


health, followed and examined the 
two survivors. 


They had been without food, 


light and water—even 
without 


knowledge that rescue was on the 
way—from Easter Sunday 
until 


early last Sunday morning when 
a diamond drill bored a hole from 
the surface to their prison, 


Water Rose. 


After receiving food and sup- 


plies Sunday, they had been pre- 
vented by rising water from ap- 
proaching the tube again to gain 
nourishment, although they were 
still able to conduct one-way con- 
versations to the surface, until 
they were rescued. 


Magill, already ill with a cold 


when he entered the mine, suc- 
cumbed apparently 
to 
under- 


nourishment and exposure. 


Scadding was suffering "trench 


feet," 
contracted 
through con- 


stant exposure to tho moist, un- 
derground earth, and was unable 
to walk. He also had a severe 
cold, as did Dr. Robertson. 


The faces 
of 'both 
survivors 


were drawn, lined and covered 
with heavy growths 
of 
beard. 


Starved, .they were pounds lighter 
than when their ordeal started. 


After the health minister "at- 


tended to their immediate needs, 
the two men started the long, dif- 
ficult ascent to the surface, free- 
dom and life, 
f 
One of the rescue workers, Mor- 


rel), took off his own shirt and 
placed it about Scaddlng's shoul- 
ders. 


Taken Out Quickly. 
Tha return to the surface was 


made In remarkably swift time, 
despite the hazards of the nar- 
row, tortuous passageway. 


The miners, after 
days 
and 


nights of setbacks' and disappoint- 
ment, broke through at 12:15-a. m. 


It was exactly one, minute less 


than a half hour later when Dr. 
Robertson 
emerged 
from 
the 


mine, although it had been antici- 
pated-that several hours would be 
required for the ascent. 


The imprisoned men passed 10 


days, one hour and 15 minutes 
within the broken mine level be- 
fore rescue came. 


Trapped-by a slide of rock at 


11 p. m. Easter Sunday 
night, 


their 
routine inspection of 
the 


141-foot level of tho once-aban- 
doned mine which they hoped to 
re-work became a long period of 
entombment and torture. 


One hundred miners started the 


rescue operations 
the day after 


the cave-in, hampered by block- 
age In the Archibald shaft of the 
mine and knowing only that the 
victims had been on the 
lower- 


level when the 60-year-old struc- 
ture fell. 


Smoke, curling from a crag on 


the surface that same day, how- 
ever 
gave' encouragement 
that 


the trapped men might still live, 
and the rescuers turned to tho 
higher shaft. 


Another Cave-In. 


A second cave-in on that slope 


April 14 drove 
out the 
crew, 


dashing hopes of a rescue, but a 
special train rushed from Halifax 
with a steam shovel, tractors and 
other equipment to bore into the 
uncharted labyrinth. 


A diamond drill, dispatched by 


the 
Novla 
Scotia 
government 


from the new Glasgow mines, ar- 
rived April 15, and began boring 
the two-inch communication hole 
toward the 141 foot level. 


Not until last Saturday, April 


18, however, did the diamond drill 
penetrate to the level, while the 
weakened structure of the mine 
held back workers. 


Voices from the mine depths 


early Sunday 
morning disclosed 
that the entombed men still lived, 


The hopes for a rescue, virtu- 


ally abandoned, 
soared 
anew. 


Cocoa and brandy were lowered 
through the drill hole to provide 
the Imprisoned men with their 
first nourishment In seven days, 
and more food and medical sup- 
plies were sent down later. 


Abandoning all caution, the res- 


cue workers 
started 
their des- 


perate drive through the danger- 
ous main operating shaft of the 
mine, while the victims told of 
rising waters, the death of Ma- 
gill and possible death for them- 
selves unless saved soon. 


Worked In Unison, 
One crew of miners tore down 


the rock and earth blocking the 
passageway and passed H back to 
the others, to be carried out in 
buckets, while carpenters erected 
new timbers to hold the shaft. 


From that point on, it was a 
race between the 
diggers 
and 


death—the 
miners 
striving 
to 


reach* the two surviving prisoners 
of the mine before "the under- 
ground exposure could complete 
its work of destruction. 


Evidently resigned to the pos- 


sibility of death, Dr. Robertson 
asked for a fountain pen Tues- 
day, apparently to write his last 
testament.

From an humblo beginning 50 


years ago when Corsicana Lodge 
No. 63 and citizens of Corsicana 
provided a site and raised more 
than $4,000 by popular subscrip- 
tion to secure the Home, this in- 
stitution has provided a home and 
refuge for hundreds of the chil- 
dren 
and 
widows of deceased 


Odd Fellows and has also pro- 
vided a home for Odd Fellows 
and their wives in their old age. 
The Home is maintained by a 
$3 per capita tax on the member- 
ship within Texas and is super- 
vised by a superintendent and 
board of trustees. 


Valuable Properly. 


At the present time, a conserva- 


tive appraisement of the proper- 
ties shows it is valued at $370,000 
not including 336 acres of land 
at the Home in Corsicana. There 
are numerous buildings si the 
home here including administra- 
tion, school, three barns, audi- 
torium, three dormitories, kitchen, 
dining room, powerhouse, man- 
ual training, implement 
house, 


garage, old folks home (not in 
use now), hospital (accommoda- 
tions 
for 12 eprsons), sheds, slaugh- 


ter house, mule barn, two cot- 
tages 
and 
ten chicken houses. 


The buildings at the present time 
are valued at $133,300. The con- 
tents, furniture, etc., are valued 
at $30,795, making the total for 
the children's home here $164,095, 
not including the 336 acres of 
land. 


The Old Folks Home at Ennls, 


built in 1928, consists of the main 
building, two cottages, a garage, 
a dairy barn, implement shed, 
mule barn, two chicken houses 
and 107 acres of land, valued at 
$205,000, with the furniture and 
fixtures valued at $15,815.75. 


There are 180 children and sev- 


en widows at the Home here as 
compared with the peak of 385 
several years ago. Asked for an 
explanation for the decided de- 
crease, Superintendent Couch at- 
tributed it to the heavy casualties 
in the membership during the 
"depression." Many members had 
allowed 
their 
memberships 
to 


lapse and they were not in "good 
standing" at the time of their 
deaths, preventing their 
needy 


children and widows being admit- 
ted to the Institutions. 


There are 94 old folks at the En- 


nis home. A man must be 65 
years of age and a wife or widow 
of an Odd Fellow must be at least 
55 years old before being admitted 
to the Home. 


There are 30 employees at the 


two Homes, four at Ennls and 
26 at the Corsicana institution 
including 13 teachers and three 
physicians. 


According to the report of 1935 


as made to the Sovereign, Grand 
Lodge, the farm products pro- 
duced at the Home in Corsicana 
was valued at $4.669. 
Expenses 


were $49,445.24; repairs, $1,190.31; 
permanent improvements, $911.77; 
maintenance, 
$47,343.16; 
gifts, 


$168.60: salaries of employees, $7,- 
140. 
The average yearly cost of 


maintenance per capita at the 
Home was $236,57. 


Farm Products. 
The farm products at the Home 


in Ennis amounted to $2,654.41; 
gifts, $7; expenses, $14,012.58; re- 
pairs, 
$429.10; 
permanent ' im- 


provement, $506.96; maintenance, 
$13,166.52;- salaries, $1,519.23. Av- 
erage cost per capita, $145.96.

1885,' at the session in Austin 
looking to the establishment of a 
permanent widows' and orphans' 
home and Herring, along with 
Fred Carleton, Thomas M. Joseph, 
Henry Wagenfuhr, M. A. Pea- 
cock, B. F. Christian, J. -fr. Dash- 
iell, C. H. Leonard and Barnett 
Gibbs was appointed to be in 
charge. 
A sub-committee 
later 


was appointed and this was the 
beginning of the Home when the 
committee made a favorable re- 
port on Feb. 4, 1885. 


The 
bid 
of Corsicana Lodge 


No. 63, flanked by the citizen- 
ship of Corsicana, was accepted 
Sept. 26, 1885. ' Corsicana 
gave 


200 acres of land, the 
present 


site of the Home, valued at $6,000, 
and in 1886 the Grand Lodge pur- 
chased 79 acres additional land.

than $4,000 by public subscrip- 
tions.

School Established. 


Conditions improved with the 


admission of 19- inmates in 
a 


few months and a school was es- 
tablished in 1892. 'in 1894 there 
were ; seven widows and 48 chil- 
dren. With the passage of the 
tax on the members in 1895 for 
support 
and 
maintenance^ 
the 


Home began to make rapid prog- 
ress and by 1902 there were 97 
wards at the institution. 


Corsicana Odd Fellows, headed 


by the late Bank 
Sutherland, 


chairman of the Home board; W. 
W. -Clopton, deceased, and Dr, E. 
A. Johnson, members of the trus- 
tees, all 
of Corsicana, 
rallied 


Texas Odd 'Fellows after the dis- 
astrous fire in 1905 and a num- 
ber of fine and substantial build- 
ings were constructed.
